TO INCREASE WAR AID 


Only last week, following the in- 
vasion of Holland and Belgium by 
Germany Prime Minister King an- 
nounced Canada’s war aid to the 
Allies would be increased although 
he. gave no details. Meantime the 
Dominion has one division training 
overseas and another at home, 

It fs considered certain that one 
measure forecast when Chief Jus- 
tice Sir Lyman Duff delivers the 
speech from the throne in the sen- 
ate chamber will have to do with 
obtaining the necessary constitu- 
tional power for and enactment 
by parliament of some form of un- 
employment insurance, 


Also there may be kindred meas- 
ures associated with farm settle- 
ment, health and education. 

Insurance against the possibility 
of idleness has been advocated by 
all parties in parliament for a 
number of years. A_ contributory 
scheme was initiated and set in mo- 
tion by the Conservative adminis- 
tration in 1934, but was found to 
infringe on constitutional rights of 
the provinces. 


MAY AMEND ACT 


It now is believed the govern- 
ment will proceed by way of a 
joint resolution to the British par- 
liament for an amendment to the 
British North America Act empow- 
ering the Dominion parliament to 
legislate in the field of unemploy- 
ment insurance. 

The new budget to be delivered 
by the finance minister, Hon. J. 

L. Ralston, probably within a 
month after the opening, will be

Expenditures on ordinary ser- 


vices of government likely will run 
considerably under $500,000,000, but | 
the cost of prosecuting the war has|

How much of this will be 
raised by borrowing and how much 
by taxation will be indicated in the 
budget address.

The paper's political columnist 
remarked that the new minister 
had been during his career both 
secretary for war and first lord of 
the admiralty and knowing the 
working of “These highly secretive 
departments he may possibly be 
able to screw a little more news 
out of them.” 

The London Daily Express wel- 
comed the appointment of “A jour- 
nalist and a very good journalist” to 
the post and the Yorkshire Post 
noted that Mr. Dufff Cooper ap- 
preciates the importance of propa- 
ganda abroad.

The Show Goes On 


Billboards in Rome are decorated with 
Italian art in the shape of anti-British 
posters, Fascist spokesmen of the second 
order of magnitude are making pro-Ger- 
man speeches, and the press is doing an- 
other turn at straffing the Allies in more 
or less vigorous style. 

All which might be shudder-provoking 
if the performance had not been running 
too long. That the gestures mean any- 
thing but a desire to keep Allied sea and 
air forces in the Mediterranean is not 
probable. The Italian people are neither 
pro-German nor pro-war, Mussolini might 
like to help his ally in more practical ways, 
but not at the risk of having to face 
enemies abroad and a revolutionary move- 
ment at home. 

And it may still be true, as’ he said 
some time ago, that Hitler would rather 
have Italy stay out of the war than get in. 
While only a guess, it is fair to assume 
that getting in is the last intention in Ben- 
ito’s mind. He is doing his axis-partner 
good service in keeping a strong Allied 
fleet and air force on the other side of the 
continent from the theatre of war, quite 
as much service as Adolf ever gave him, 
and as much as he could do without stak- 
ing the gains he has made on a desperate 
gamble for more. 

Mussolini has never been a gambler. 
He never went to war without knowing the 
enemy was too weak to fight back on any- 
thing like even terms. So long. as Allied 
strength in the Mediterranean is compar- 
able to his own, the position there appears 
to be ‘‘stabilized”.

The Session 


Parliament will meet tomorrow in the 
first general business session to be held in 
war-time, three months later than it usu- 
ally assembles. It will of necessity be a 
war session in the sense that matters con- 
nected with the war must predominate. It 
may be that in the circumstances other 
matters will get little attention. Certainly 
only those of outstanding importance are 
likely to be dealt with. This is not the 
time, and the members can have little in- 
clination at present, to talk politics, mag- 
nify things of minor concern, or indulge in 
lengthy debates on abstract theories. Can- 
adais at war. That is the fact upon which 
to concentrate. For unless the war ends 
the way we want it to end, nothing else 
will count. 

At the emergency session last Septem- 
ber the late parliament formally aligned 
Canada with the Allies, approved the war 
program submitted by the Government, 
and made provision to meet the extra out- 
lay until the end of the fiscal year. It will 
be the business of the new parliament to 
review the carrying on of the country’s 
war effort during the past eight months, 
sanction what further measures may be 
required, and decide upon a permanent 
scheme of financing the war cost. In ad- 
dition, of course, to surveying the manage- 
ment of ordinary public business during 
the year and passing such legislation in 
this connection as may be necessary. 

It is bound to be a taxation session. 
There is no way to avoid that, and no use 
ignoring the unpleasant fact. The war 
has to paid for, and paid for by tax-money 
or borrowed money. The more we pay in 
taxes now the less we shall have to pay in 
interest later on. The public were plainly 
told that the attempt will be to meet as 
much expenditure as practicable by imme- 
diate taxation, and sanctioned that policy 
most emphatically at the polls. The war is 
going to hit our pockets within the next 
thirty days or so, That has to be accepted 
as inevitable. 


Relief Costs 

During the year which ended with 
March, the Dominion spent $50,000,000 in 
relief works and direct relief. Des- 
patches from Ottawa say it is planned to 
cut the outlay this year to a fraction. It 
is unlikely that new relief work projects 
will be sanctioned. And direct relief 
grants are to be cut in two. 

Not with the object of throwing a 
heavier relief burden on the provinces and 
municipalities, The provinces will be ask- 
ed to co-operate, and get the municipali- 
ties to co-operate, in a concerted attempt 
to reduce the whole cost of relief in pro- 
portion. The Dominion, it is intimated, 
‘will continue to contribute in the present 
ratio of 40 per cent, but with a maximum 


amount for each province. The province 


Ne 


and the municipalities will be expected to 
make like reductions in their contribu- 
tions. 

The reasons are plain. The Dominion 
needs all the money it can collect to fi- 
nance the war. There is said to be a 
feeling that relicf administration has not 
been as careful of expenditure as it might 
have been. But the basic consideration is 
that, with the great increase in employ- 
ment which has already occurred in many 
parts of the country and the further and 
more general increase to occur as war 
work expands, the number of those need- 
ing relief is diminishing and will continue 
to diminish. 

Plans of course are always provisional. 
Relief plans are no exception to the rule. 
What seems possible today may be impos- 
sible three or six months hence. Condi- 
tions may change in the meantime, in 
either direction. But plans have to be 
made in advance if a year’s budget is to 
be drawn up and any sort of order main- 
tained in public finances. It may not be 
possible to hold down relief outlay to the 
proportions indicated. It should in the 
circumstances be possible to curtail it 
heavily, and the slash planned may not be 
found to be too severe. 

One thing may be accepted as certain, 
whatever plans are drawn in advance. 
People will not be allowed to starve be- 
cause of parsimony on the part of the Do- 
minion, the provinces or the municipali- 
ties. That has not occurred, and will not 
occur. What may be expected is that 
provinces and municipalities will make an 
earnest effort to cut down relief costs as 
nearly as possible on the scale suggested; 
and that persons who have been obliged to 
go on relief will loyally co-operate by 
using every endeavor to get again on a 
self-supporting basis.

Contributors to Canada’s Red Cross 
fund have the satisfaction of knowing 
they are doing something to minister to 
the needs of the distressed people in Bel- 
gium and Holland. The Society has do- 
nated $10,000 to the Red Cross work in 
each of those countries. 

Dr. Manion offered to resign the lead- 
ership of the Conservative party or to 
carry on, as the elected members might 
think best. They accepted his resignation, 
and appointed Mr. Hanson house leader 
for the coming session. The “National 
Government” slogan is thereby repudi- 
ated. 


In its brief session the British Colum- 
bia legislature passed legislation which 
gives the Provincial Government author- 
ity to go into the business of buying and 
selling gasoline and other petroleum 
products, and to take over their property 
if established oil companies refuse to dis- 
tribute supplies. This does not mean that 
the Government plans to do anything of 
the kind. It only provides a_ solution 
should another oil “famine” come about 
through refusal of the distributing com- 
panies to function.

Fifty-five years ago, May 15, 1885, Louis Riel, 
the leader of two rebellions in Western Canada, 
had been captured and was on his way to Regina, 
where, on Nov. 16 following, he paid the penalty 
of his treason with his life. The news of his 
capture created great excitement and much en- 
thusiasm in Ontario, which had never forgotten 
the murder of Thomas Scott at Fort Garry in 
1870. When a telegram was read from General 
Middleton, “Riel is my prisoner,” the members 
of the House of Commons cheered. The story of 
the capture is worth telling: 

Immediately after the victory at Batoche, 
Genera] Middleton left for Prince Albert. Before 
going he sent a letter to Riel telling him that 
if he would surrender he would give him pro- 
tection until he was handed over to the civil 
authorities, Boulton and his Scouts set out in 
pursuit of Rie!. Some of them caught sight of a 
mounted man to whon they gave chase, but his 
horse was too speedy and he got away. This was 
later found to have been Dumont, Soon after 
came word that Riel had surrendered to three 
scouts, Hourie, Dea] and Armstrong. When he 
gave up, Riel had Middleton's letter in his hand. 
Dreading the approach of the troops, he asked 
the scouts to take him out of their way, and they 
made a detour, actually passing through some of 
Boulton’s men who did not know Riel, and 
Hourle was eager to keep his secret. He took 
Rie! into camp and delivered him to the general 
before it was known he was captured. The gen- 
eral put Riel in a tent near his own in charge of 
Captain Young of the Winnipeg Field Battery, 
who kept guard on him until he handed him 
over to the Mounted Police at Regina, Captain

The person with this disorder will 
get the best results by first cleans- 
ing the blood stream vith a short 
fast of a few days, during which 
time he omits his usual food. 

The plain water fast is often ad- 
visable and the patient is told to 
drink an abundance of water, using 
the distilled variety when obtain- 
able, One plain warm water enema 
is taken each day while fasting. 

The congestion in the mucous 
membrane of the nose will be par- 
tially relieved if the patient stimu- 
lates the skin elimination by using 
two sponge or shower baths daily, 
following these with a vigorous 
rub down with a coarse towel. This 
treatment will speed up the activity 
of the millions of pores of the skin 
and wil] help to rid the body of 
waste material, thus relieving the 
mucous membrane of part of its 
load. 

It is surprising how quickly hay 
fever will disappear during this 
regimen but the patient must per- 
severe if the disorder is chronic as

The diet after the initial water 
fast must be almost entirely free 
from starches and sugars and it may 
be necessary to omit such foods for 
several weeks. While dieting to 
overcome hay fever jt is especially 
desirable to avoid any foods cone 
taining white flour or white sugar. 
In most cases it is a good plan 
to omit milk for a time, althought a 
moderate amount of butter may be 
used for seasoning cooked vegee 
tables. 

Those who desire further general

Wheat Seeding Less Than 
25 Per Cent Com- 
pleted 


Declaring that the farm popu- 
lation generally ts optimistic re- 
garding 194 crop prospects, 
Hon. D. B. Mullen, minister of 
agriculture, in releasing the first 
Provincial crop report of the sea- 
son, stated wheat seeding, de- 
layed by unfavorable weather, 
is mot more than 25 per cent 
completed. 

This is one of the wettest and 
most backward seasons in recent 
years. 

Since April 1, records taken at 
six different points in the province 
indicate rainfall is about double 
normal. Throughout: the province 
as a whole, rainfall this year is far 
above that of the corresponding 
period last year. } 


SURFACE MOISTURE 

The report/ states that “all dis- 
tricts report excellent surface 
moisture conditions, while reserves 
appear satisfactory at all points ex- 
cept along the north eastern bor- 
der of the province.” 

Continuing, the report states that 
“seeding of wheat was begun about | 
May 1 in the south, but showery 
weather has interfered with oper- 
ations to such an extent that not 
over 40 per cent of the seeding is 
complete in southern Alberta. In 
the west-central part of the pro- 
vince, seeding has hardly begun, 
while in the eastern section, wheat 
seeding is from 10 to 30 per cent 
completed. In the more northerly 
districts, seeding varies from none 
te 30 per cent. 

“In the Peace River district, 
about 60 per cent of the wheat has 
been sown. Practically no coarse 
grains have been seeded.” 

The Dominion bureau of statis- 
tics has estimated a three per | 
cent increase in the acreage to‘be | 
sown to wheat in Alberta this | 
summer. 

The report states that oats and | 
tarley have not been sown to any | 
great extent. The Dominion bur-' 
eau estimated last week a five per 
cent’ increase in acreage sown to 
oats and eight per cent in that sown 
to barley.

DEADLY GAS 
TO BE USED 
ON GOPHERS 


Province Combatting Car- 
riers Of Sylvatic Plague; 
Crew Of 12 


Combatting infection among the 
gopher population of Alberta, the 
provincial health department is 
bringing deadly acid gas into ac- 
tion, it was announced Tuesday.. 
The gophers are believed to be 
carriers of sylvatic plague and it 
is hoped that use of this gas— 
the first time it has been used in 
Alberta—will eradicate the go- 
phers in the affected areas. 

The department has organized a 
crew of 12 men for this work. 

The deadly acid gas will be dis- 
tributed in powdered form from 

a pump to which is attached a boot 
control. The poison will be sprayed 
into gopher holes or burrows, where 
it is expected to act with im- 
mediate and destructive effect. 


$4,000 FOR SURVEY 

Regular reports on the progress 
of the action of the gas will be 
received by Hon. Dr. W. W. Cross, 
minister of health, and Dr. M. R. 
Bow, deputy minister. At the last 


legislative session the house voted} 
$4,000 for survey work of this type 
The acid gas will be employed in | 


localities where evidence of in-| 
fection has been found and at points | 
where examination reveals signs of | 
sylvatic plague. | 

J. Brown of the entomology de- | 
partment, University of Alberta, 
will be in charge of the crew. First | 
operations will be undertaken in the | 
six miles north east of Stanmore in| 
the southeastern section of the pro- 
vince. 

Infected gophers are reported to 
have been found by a survey crew 
working in this area. Gopher speci- 
mens and other evidence will be 
forwarded for inspection to the Do- 
minion analytical laboratory at 
Kamloops. Sylvatic plague is car- 
ried by rodents and is transmis- 
sible to humans through direct con- 
tact, such as through an abrasion of 
the skin. 

Belief is that the plague was 
brought to this continent by rats 
leaving ships from the Orient dock- 
ing at San Francisco. These rats | 
Spread the disease until symptoms | 
were discovered in Montana and | 
other northern sections of the Uni- 
ted States.
